CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] Where the storage with which the user identification code and the password are 
memorized is connected to the body of equipment in the multifunction copier which can add 
extension, such as a copy function, a facsimile function, printer ability, scanner ability, and a network 
function The storage reader which judges whether the entered password and the password 
memorized by this storage are in agreement, The multifunction copier characterized by having the 
control device which controls a necessary function part in response to the coincidence signal from 
this storage reader, and input units, such as a keyboard and a touch panel. 

[Claim 2] The multifunction copier further characterized by carrying the operational administration 
equipment which can record and manage the employment condition for every user identification 
code in claim 1 publication. 

[Claim 3] The multifunction copier further characterized by carrying the authorization entry 
equipment which sets up the actuation authorization range using the actuation authorization range 
information memorized by said storage in claim 1 publication. 

[Claim 4] It is the multifunction copier characterized by reading of this data being possible for said 
storage reader while storing the data according to individual in said storage in claim 1 publication. 
[Claim 5] It is the multifunction copier characterized by reading of this data being possible for said 
storage reader while storing the operating procedure data according to individual in said storage in 
claim 1 publication. 
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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 
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[Industrial Application] This invention relates to the multifunction copier which can add extension, 
such as a copy function, a facsimile function, printer ability, scanner ability, and a network function. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] As mentioned above, the multifunction copier which can add 
extension, such as a copy function, a facsimile function, printer ability, scanner ability, and a network 
function, is already proposed. 

[0003] Moreover, the proper code of the operator who uses the copying machine memorized to the 
information storage medium for JP,5-88425,A, When the proper code inputted by said operator is in 
agreement, the prohibition on the copy of a copying machine is canceled. The information on the 
specific operation mode memorized by relating with the proper code is read. The information on the 
licence range of the copying machine which relates with the proper code of the copying machine 
and operator who have the function to set up the operation mode of said copying machine, and has 
been memorized is read, and the copying machine which has the function to perform setting out 
according to the licence range is proposed. 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] As for a multifunction copier, complicated actuation is 
needed for the expandability. It lapses into the situation which utilizes various functions which a 
multifunction copier has and does not go out sometimes for the complicated actuation. 
[0005] Moreover, since there is a function which is unnecessary at all for some users, at every 
activity, the situation that a required function must be set up occurs and it is possible to bring a 
result by which working efficiency is spoiled. 

[0006] The 1st object of this invention is to offer the multifunction copier with which a user is 
opened from useless actuation, and management of a multifunction copier becomes easy in entering 
a password since a multifunction copier can be used as a system only for the users. 
[0007] Since the 2nd object of this invention can pull out data if needed from the operational 
administration equipment which memorized the activity function for every user ID, operating 
frequency, a busy condition, etc., it is to offer the multifunction copier which can perform credit 
management for every user easily. 

[0008] The 3rd object of this invention is to offer the multifunction copier which becomes possible 
[ restricting the function which can be used for every user with authorization entry equipment ]. 
[0009] The 4th object of this invention is to offer the multifunction copier which can offer the data 
according to individual needs promptly, and can be used as an efficient system by storing the data 
according to individual in a storage. 

[0010] When the 5th object of this invention registers the operating procedure only for users into 
the storage only for users, an unnecessary setting-out item can be deleted and it is in offering the 
multifunction copier whose operability of a system improves substantially. 
[0011] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In the multifunction copier with which the 1st object of the above 
can add extension, such as a copy function, a facsimile function, printer ability, scanner ability, and a 
network function Where the storage with which the user identification code and the password are 
memorized is connected to the body of equipment The storage reader which judges whether the 
entered password and the password memorized by this storage are in agreement, It is attained by 
the 1st means equipped with the control device which controls a necessary function part in 
response to the coincidence signal from this storage reader, and input units, such as a keyboard and 
a touch panel. 

[0012] The 2nd object of the above is attained in the 1st means by the 2nd means which carried 
further the operational administration equipment which can record and manage the employment 
condition for every user identification code. 

[0013] The 3rd object of the above is attained in the 1st means by the 3rd means which carried 
further the authorization entry equipment which sets up the actuation authorization range using the 
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actuation authorization range information memorized by said storage. 

[0014] While the 4th object of the above stores the data according to individual in said storage in 
the 1st means, said storage reader is attained by the 4th means for which reading of this data is 
possible. 

[0015] While the 5th object of the above stores the operating procedure data according to individual 
in said storage in the 1st means, said storage reader is attained by the 5th means for which reading 
of this data is possible. 
[0016] 

[Function] In the 1 st means, the storage with which user ID (user identification code) and a 
password are memorized can be connected to the body of equipment, and a multifunction copier can 
be used as a system only for the users in entering a password. 

[0017] In the 2nd means, a manager can pull out data if needed from the operational administration 
equipment which memorized the activity function for every user ID, operating frequency, a busy 
condition, etc. 

[0018] In the 3rd means, it becomes possible to restrict the function which can be used for every 
user with authorization entry equipment. 

[0019] In the 4th means, when using a facsimile function, by registering the telephone directory only 
for users into the storage only for users, useless storage capacity is not taken and retrieval also 
becomes easy, for example. 

[0020] In the 5th means, by registering the operating procedure only for users into the storage only 
for users, an unnecessary setting-out item can be deleted and its operability of a system improves 
substantially. 
[0021] 

[Example] Hereafter, each example of this invention is explained based on a drawing. 
[0022] Drawing 1 is control-block drawing of the multifunction copier concerning the 1st example. 
[0023] In drawing, A shows the body of equipment of a multifunction copier, and 1 shows the 
storage connected to the body A of equipment. This storage 1 consists of a magnetic card, IC 
memory card, a floppy disk, a hard disk, an optical disk, etc., and user ID and a password are 
memorized by the storage 1 . 

[0024] Moreover, it is a storage reader for 2 to read the information memorized at the storage 1 in 
the body A of equipment. Moreover, 3 is a control unit and a control unit 3 controls the copy 
function section 4, the facsimile function part 5, the printer function part 6, the scanner function 
part 7, and network function section 8 grade. 9 is input units, such as a keyboard and a touch panel. 
[0025] that a multifunction copier cannot usually be used or a part — only the function has 
prepared the activity limit of activity C etc. A user connects to the body A of equipment the 
storage 1 distributed to the user individual, and enters a password. A multifunction copier becomes 
usable when the entered password and the password memorized by the storage 1 are in agreement. 
[0026] Generally, although the multifunction copier serves as a system open to many and 
unspecified users, such an open system is unsuitable to manage employment of a multifunction 
copier. 

[0027] However, when user ID and a password are memorized to the storage 1 and each user has it 
in it like this example, this multifunction copier serves as a system for the limited user, it becomes 
impossible for the other human being to use it, and management of a multifunction copier becomes 
easy. On the other hand, since a multifunction copier can be used as a system only for the users, a 
user is opened from useless actuation. 

[0028] Next, the 2nd example is explained with reference to drawing 2 . Drawing 2 is control-block 
drawing of the multifunction copier concerning the 2nd example. In addition, in this 2nd example, the 
explanation which gives the same sign to the same part as the 1st example shown in said drawing 1 , 
and overlaps it is omitted. 

[0029] This equipment carries operational administration equipment 10 in the equipment shown in 
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the 1 st example of said drawing 1 . 

[0030] Operational administration equipment 10 mainly consists of storage, relates the operating 
condition data of these multifunction copiers, such as an operating condition of the equipment for 
every user, a time, and an activity function, with user ID, and memorizes them. Thereby, the 
employment condition of a multifunction copier can be grasped and operational administration for 
every user can be easily performed because the manager of a multifunction copier system checks 
the content of storage of operational administration equipment 10, i.e., pull out data from operational 
administration equipment 10. 

[0031] Next, the 3rd example is explained with reference to drawing 3 . Drawin g 3 is control-block 
drawing of the multifunction copier concerning the 3rd example. In addition, in this 3rd example, the 
explanation which gives the same sign to the same part as the 1st example shown in said drawing 1 , 
and overlaps it is omitted. 

[0032] This equipment carries authorization entry equipment 11 in the equipment shown in the 1st 
example of said drawing 1 . 

[0033] This authorization entry equipment 1 1 chooses the function which can be used using the 
actuation authorization range information memorized by the storage 1, and sets up a control unit 3 
according to it. 

[0034] Even if there is a time of wanting to limit the function which can be used for every user, in 
the usual multifunction copier, the function which can be used for every user cannot be restricted 
because of an open system, but it will become possible if this function is used. 
[0035] Moreover, in the 4th example, a users original data are stored in a storage 1, and this 
multifunction copier reads the data to it. By carrying out like this, it can have data according to 
each user. For example, when using a facsimile function by the facsimile function part 5, by 
registering the telephone directory only for users into the storage 1 only for users, useless storage 
capacity is not taken, and retrieval also becomes easy, and it becomes an efficient system. 
[0036] By the way, although most users usually transmit in character mode when using a facsimile 
function for example, a certain user presupposes that it surely transmits in detailed character mode. 
In this case, each user has to set it as the mode which he is going to transmit. If it is only a 
definition, it does not become such time and effort, but when this requires complicated setting out, 
it becomes serious time and effort. 

[0037] So, in the 5th example, a user s original operation modes (operating procedure etc.) are 
stored in the storage 1 of the equipment shown in the 1st example of said drawing 1 , and this 
multifunction copier reads the operation mode to it. By carrying out like this, it can have the 
operation mode according to each user. 

[0038] If it is in said 5th example, by registering the operating procedure only for users into the 
storage only for users, an unnecessary setting-out item can be deleted and its operability of a 
system improves substantially. 
[0039] 

[Effect of the Invention] According to invention according to claim 1, in connecting to the body of 
equipment the storage with which user ID (user identification code) and a password are memorized, 
and entering a password, since a multifunction copier can be used as a system only for the users, a 
user is opened from useless actuation and management of a multifunction copier becomes easy. 
[0040] According to invention according to claim 2, since a manager can pull out data if needed from 
the operational administration equipment which memorized the activity function for every user ID, 
operating frequency, a busy condition, etc., he can perform operational administration for every user 
easily. 

[0041] According to invention according to claim 3, it becomes possible to restrict the function 
which can be used for every user with authorization entry equipment. 

[0042] According to invention according to claim 4, by storing the data according to individual in a 
storage, the data according to individual needs can be offered promptly, and it can consider as an 
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efficient system. 

[0043] According to invention according to claim 5, by registering the operating procedure only for 
users into the storage only for users, an unnecessary setting-out item can be deleted and its 
operability of a system improves substantially.
